U. S. bishops look at 


themselves and needs 


CHICAGO (NC)—From the stand- 
point of the U.S. bishops, their 
spring meeting here, May 4-6, may 


. have been one of the most important 


since they were first organized as 
the National Conference of Catholic 
Bishops (NCCB) a decade ago. 


“This is the first-time since I 
became a bishop that we have taken 
a leisurely look at what we are about 
said one bishop 
appreciatively. 

THE CHIEF topic during the 
three-day meeting was a study’ of 
their mission or purpose as a 
national conference. 


By prior design discussion did not 
produce any immediate actions. But 
it is expected that in coming years 
the results of the discussion will be 
felt throughout. the conference. 
These results will have a strong 
impact on the effectiveness of each 
bishop’s pastoral work in his own 
diocese. 


Major issues that the bishops said 
should receive increased attention 
included more emphasis on evangel- 
ization, doctrine, consultation, pas- 
toral research, and shared responsi- 


-dility. 


SPEAKING OF the bishops’ 
primary role as teachers. and 
preachers of Christ, Father Carl 
Peter of the Catholic University of 
America in Washington, D.C., 
suggested that there are no clear,

easy answers to the question of what 
bishops should be or do—individual- 
ly as a body—because what they do. 
is intimately bound up in the 
mystery of Christ. 


In his opening talk Archbishop 
Joseph L. Bernardin of Cincinnati, 
NCCB president, suggested that the 
NCCB and the bishops’ other 
national agency, the U.S. “Catholic 
‘Conference (USCC), ought essenti- 
ally be engaged in ‘‘an exercise of 
our pastoral ministry as. bishops.”’ 


‘ With the bishops seatching out 
the fundamental relationship be- 
tween their roles as individual 
bishops and their role as a national 
body, much of the general session 
on the topic centered around the 
theological nuances of such words as 
pastoral authority, bishops as teach- 
ers, preachers and prophets, shared 
responsibility, collegiality, and the 
exercise of authority. 


IN A REPORT at the end of the 
meeting Archbishop Bernardin said 
the idea of ‘‘a more pastoral thrust - 
in- the conference’s deliberations 
and programs’’ pervaded all of the 
discussions. He said the single issue 
which received the most attention 
was evangelization.

Though he lies alone and injured in a foreign land, a 
Mexican youth, stabbed and paralyzed by a band of thugs as 
he illegally crossed the border in March, is not without 
friends.

The Latin Community at St. Michael’s parish, San Diego, 
has established the Ruben Ochoa Trust Fund in the name of 
the 16-year-old victim to help pay his medical expenses 
expected. to run into the thousands. 


ADDITIONALLY, members of the community have been 
regularly visiting Ochoa at Edgemoor Geriatrics Hospital, 
Santee. 


And St. Michael’s parishioner Joe Vega housed Ochoa’s 
parents, Mr. and Mrs. Ruben Ochoa Sr., after they traveled 
from Michoacan, Mexico, to see theit son. Ochoa Sr. is still 
here on a 90-day immigration permit. 


Vega first went to visit young Ochoa at University Hospital 
after reading a newspaper account of the stabbing incident. 
After the visit he went to the Latin Community’s Bible study. 
class and informed them of Ochoa’s plight. : 


NOT ONLY did group members begin regular visits to the 
young man, but Mrs. Josephina Camarena, president of the 
Latin Community, made arrangements to have the trust fund’ 
established. : 


After Ochoa was transferred to Edgemoor in Santee, the St. 
Michael’s group discovered there Juan Navarro, 25, another 
Mexican illegal alien confined to a wheelchair after an 
accident two years agd. 


Carmelite Father Rafael Esquival, in residence at St. 
Michael’s, said Navarro had not seen .a Spanish-speaking 
person ‘‘until we met him while visiting Ruben.”’ 


ON EASTER Sunday, the Latin Community took both 
young men to Mass and then to a picnic. It was the first time 
Navarro had been away from the al oy according to Father 
Esquival. 


The group also held a dinner in the parish hall for Ochoa 
and the doctors and nurses who attended him at University 


Hospital. 


“We felt the doctors and nurses_had been awfully good to 
him, and wé wanted them to know how we felt,’’ said Mrs. 
Camarena.

Pope’s aide thinks so 


Church in U.S. can unite people

Archbishop Giovanni Benelli, widely regarded in 


the Vatican as the right-hand man of Pope Paul VI,. 


said he foresees increased participation _of 
laypersons in the central government of the Church 
and expressed optimistic hopes for the Church in 
America in an interview with NC News. 


The archbishop, whose official title is ‘/Substi- 
tute of the Secretariat of State of the Holy See,”’ is a 
hard worker who stays late at his job. 


A stocky but trim man, he said he has shed about 
16 pounds and also quit smoking—‘‘l used to 
smoke three packs a day,!’ 


His English is excellent, polished during a tour of 
duty at the apostolic nunciature in Dublin. 


What sort of priestly ministry does the position 
entail? 

‘“‘As a bishop with pastoral responsibilities, the 
substitute must strive to instill 'a motive of sharing 
in the pastoral ministry of the Holy Father into all 
who work in the secretariat.’’ 


But how can this spirit be instilled in practice? 


“Well, let’s take an example of the Pope’s mail. 
Each day hundreds of letters come from all over. 
They are on every subject imaginable, and some 
that would be difficult to imagine. Some deal with 
things that are beyond the competence of the Holy 
See. Some ask things that are impossible. 

‘‘Now the bureaucratic reaction, and, it must be 
said, the easier solution, would be to throw many of 
them out. Of course, we could have some standard 


printed reply to all of them. But we try to see each ' 


of these letters as an appeal to the Pope from. one of 
his sons or daughters, and we try, within our 
limited resources, to provide a personal response. 


‘‘Isn’t that pastoral? We try to do what other 
priests do more directly through. visits or 
counseling or in the confessional.’’ 


Do you find personal priestly fulfillment in the 
midst of so much administrative work? 

“We share in a personal_priestly way in the 
pastoral paternity of the Holy Father. That’s why 
we have so many priests in the secretariat: It’s not 
clericalism, it’s not:a bias against lay people. : 

“‘There’s a priestly charism involved. Christ’s 
ministry was priestly. So is the Holy Father’s. Some 
of that ministry requires the collaboration of 
priests, and that’s why we have them working in 
the secretariat.’’ 


Do you see any increased participation by lay 
people, though, in the central government of the 
Church? 

‘‘When | came to the secretariat just after the 
last war, no-lay person held a post of responsibility.

Today we have officials (they are called ‘minutanti’), 


and undersecretaries who are lay people. 


“‘One of the undersecretaries is a lady. This 
represents a change, and it will continue. But the 
participation of lay people must correspond to their 
own specific role as laity. It must be a service that 
utilizes their distinctive skills, competencies and 
charisms.’’ 


Turning to America, what are your impressions and 


_ hopes for the U.S. Church? 


“Well, | recall vividly my visit to the United 
States, when we first met at the priests’ house of 


- the U.S. Catholic Conference. You know, | still 


cherish my deep admiration for the American 
Catholic community | met. 


“‘T must say that my job, my collaboration with 


the Holy Father, makes me aware of the immense - 


problems that your country must face. And these 
problems touch the life of the Church in America 


very deeply. ae 
“When the Pope talked to the American bishops 


after St. Elizabeth Seton’s canonization, he wasn’t 
just offering compliments. He was calling for 
further effort, for greater spiritual leadership, and 
especially in four areas which were important to 
Mother Seton herself: renewal in priestly and 
Religious vocations, the continuation of Catholic 
schools, faithfulness to a genuine Catholic service 
to any need that may arise, and the promotion of 
real ecumenism.’’ 

‘“My own hope for the Church in America is that 
it will put forth even greater efforts for a truly 
supernatural renewal of holiness and justice. This 
is the Bicentennial of a young and vigorous nation. 


“| hope that the strength and dedication in the 


Church in America will draw God’s people there: 


closely together so that may give an effective 
witness, as. the Holy Father expressed it, in 
showing Jesus to the world and in giving Jesus to 
the world.’’ 


The risky business of conversion 


We were talking...about that awak- 
ening to a certainty of God’s presence 
that we call conversion or ‘‘metanoia’’ 
and which marks the beginning of a 
whole new understanding of life and 
joy in living. 

Someone said how envious he was 
of the pagan who came to the dazzling 
experience of a personal revelation of 
God from ignorance and unbelief. 
“How incredibly wonderful that must 
be,’’ he said. 

WONDERFUL IT surely must be, 
but what of thé believer who comes to 
the shattering awareness that God 
truly is all that he had ever longed for, 
read about, heard about and hoped 
for? All and far more than he had ever 
‘dreamed? Is it a profounder, more

Naples fears tragedy 


Saint's blood fails to liquefy . 


NAPLES (NC)—Despite pleas and pray- 
ers, the blood of St. Januarius has failed to 
liquefy on schedule—a failure’ which in 
Neapolitan tradition presages disaster for 
this Italian city. 


St. Januarius, a fourth-century bishop and 
martyr, is Naples’ patron saint. Three times 
each year, in September, December and the 
first Saturday of May, two vials said to hold 
dried blood taken from the saint’s body are 
removed from safekeeping and held before 
crowds in the cathedral. 


NORMALLY, the vials’ contents become a 
bright red bubbling liquid, and the city, it is 


because there is a rock within us that we 
cannot dissolve—a rock of egoism, violence 
and sensuality.

Januarius to liquefy?’’

“If you have 1,000 families in a parish, 
that’s 25 tons of paper a month for collection 
and sale for recycling at anything from $20 to 
$25 a ton,’’ he adds. 


From these figures it shows that a good 
sized parish can collect an additional $500 to 
$600 a month simply by collecting waste 
It also implements the biblical 
imperative not to waste, but to conserve. 


MANY PARISHES have never stopped 
collecting waste paper. Others have entered 
the business and then dropped out, either 
through lack of sustained local effort or 
because the price fluctuated. 


““We agree there was a problem when the 
Japanese came into the market at a high 
price and took a lot of the paper,’ said 
Nielsen, “‘and then they stopped and the 
price bottomed.”’ 


Now there is a steady and even growing 
demand for paper for recycling on a regular 
supply basis ‘‘and at a price between $20 
and $25 a ton, depending on the 
transportation costs from the pickup point,”’ 
according to Nielsen. 


_ THE NATION’S steady economic recovery 
has also stimulated an increased demand by 


the paper industry for recycled waste - 


paper—which is an. encouragement to 
parishes and volunteer organizations to get 
the benefits of the market. 


Companies such as Garden State will 
collect 20 ton loads from centers anywhere in 


volunteers can help with the loading. 


How big is a 20 ton load? Enough to fill a 
double garage, stacked seven feet high, 
according to Nielsen. By the same 


measurement, a going car garage holds 10. 


tons. 


NIELSEN AND his son Bill—a graduate of 
USD—are prepared to go to any parish to 
help organize the campaign and _ collection 
and to spell our the details of handling. 


“It is better to have storage and handling 
facilities at a central spot,’’ he said, ‘‘so that 
the paper can be brought to the one center 
ready for collection. 


~““However, if storage is a real problem, 
then people can be asked to hold their paper 
at home until the appointed day and then 
bring it in carloads for loading on ‘to the 
trucks.’ 


” WASTE PAPER collection i is an iniportant 


“source of revenue and community activity

COLLECTION schedules covering a whole 
year should be prepared, with drives spaced 


about four to six weeks apart. A group in the 


parish should be responsible for publicity,

During Jesus’ earthly life, the Gospels 
record two occasions when His divinity was 
manifested, His Baptism (Matthew 3:13-17, 
Mark 1:9-11, Luke 3:21-22, John 1:28-34), at 
the beginning of His ministry, and the 


life and go to the desert where He is 
consecrated. As Israel became-a consecrated 
nation by passing through the Red Sea and 
enduring trials in the desert, Christ is 
consecrated by passing through the Jordan 
and enduring temptations in the desert. 


Israel failed her desert trial. She preferred 


transfiguration (Matthew 17:1-8, Mark ~ temporal security to a reliance on God’s 
9:2-8, Luke 9:28-36), midway in His Word alone. Jesus did not succumb to that 
ministry. temptation but pivoted His whole existence 


All of these passages are veiled in imagery 
that held great meaning for the early 
Christian community but can easily escape 
us because we are not-attuned to Biblical 
thought patterns. 


MATTHEW, MARK and Luke have 
similar passages describing Jesus’ Baptism 
in the Jordan by John the Baptist. John’s 
passage speaks of the events surrounding 
the Baptism but never describes the Baptism 
itself. 

The first three Gospel versions have three 
points in common: (1) The heavens opened; 
(2) The Holy Spirit descends upon Jesus in 
the form of a dove; and (3) A voice from 
heaven acknowledges Jesus as the beloved 
Son, who is pleasing to God. 


Both Isaiah (63:19) and Ezekiel (1:1) refer 
to the opening of the heavens in connection 


with divine manifestations. Third, Isaiah in” 


his prayer for the return of God’s favor cries 
out ‘‘Oh, that you would rend the heavens 
and come down, with the mountains. quaking 
before you.’’ Ezekiel’s great vision of the 
Chariot of God begins with the phrase 
“the heavens opened, and I saw divine 
visions.” 


THERE IS A twofold symbolism to the 
descent of the Holy Spirit upon Jesus in the 
form of a dove. The first reflects the 
prophecies that ‘‘the Spirit of the Lord shall 
rest upon Him’’ in Isaiah’s passage on the 
rule of Immanual (11:1), and Second Isaiah’s 
Servant of the Lord, ‘‘upon whom I have put 
my Spirit’’ (42:1). Peter later is to refer to 
God’s anointing of Jesus ‘‘with the Holy 
Spirit and with power’’ (Acts 10:38). 

But there is another important symbolism 
and that is the identification of Jesus as the 
New Israel, in whom the covenant love 
(hesed) will be perfectly lived out. Israel is 
frequently seen in the Old Testament as 
God’s dove (Psalm 68:14, 78:19). 


The voice from heaven confirms Jesus not 
only as beloved servant, but also as the 
beloved Son. si 


FATHER ROCH KERESZTY, O Cist, in 
unpublished notes, points out that ‘‘His 
Baptism manifests Jesus as the New Israel. 
A striking parallelism exists between 
Israel’s passage through the Red Sea and 
the desert and Jesus’ trials in the desert. 
Matthew has Jesus come from Egypt, pass

Christ’s transfiguration occurs after His 
first prediction of the passion.

THE THREE GOSPEL accounts have in 
common: (1) The event takes place on a high 
mountain; (2) Jesus’ face shone like the sun 
(Matthew only) and His garments ‘became 
(3) Moses and Elijah 
appeared and talked with Jesus; (4) Peter 
acted as spokesman and suggested that 
three booths be built, one for Jesus, one for 
Moses and one for Elijah; (5) a Bright cloud. 
came and overshadowed them; (6) A voice 
from the cloud said: “‘This is my beloved Son - 
upon whom my favor rests, listen to him.”’ 
(7) Then as suddenly as Moses and Elijah 
and the cloud had appeared they were gone 
and the three Apostles, Peter, James and 
John, were alone with Jesus; (8) Jesus 
cautioned them to tell no one until ‘‘the Son 
of Man rises from the dead. 


The unnamed mountain (Tabor or 
Hermon) suggests the mountain (Sinai or — 
Horeb) where God revealed Himself to 
Moses. The whiteness is the luminious 
quality of glory, the Shekinah light that 
caused Moses to veil his face. 


Moses represents the Law and Elijah the 
prophets, the writings and traditions which 
foretell the Messiah’s passion and glorifica- 
tion. The booths recall the tabernacle where 
God dwelt among his people in the desert. 


_ THE CLOUD IS an Old Testament symbol 
of the presence of God and the voice echoes 
the Baptism of Jesus. The postponement of . 
the revelation suggests the Apostles’ 
inability to understand the relation of the 
passion and the glorification until after the 
resurrection. 


The transfiguration, which is really an 
“‘epiphany’’ or manifestation of J esus’ glory 
confirms Peter’s confession (Matthew 16:16) 
but it further reveals to the three closest of 
His disciples that in spite of the fact that He 
is taking the path of the Servant of the Lord, 
the suffering servant who will bear the sins 
of many, He is the messianic Son of God 
(Psalm 2:7), the prophet and teacher to 
whom Israel should listen (Deuteronomy

In a time when meditation and prayer are 
taking new hold on modern awareness, the 
Gospel of John assumes new meaning. St. 
John turns our attention to the heights of 
spiritual reality. His vision is like the flight 
of an eagle moving toward the summits and 
peaks of religious possibility. The center- 
piece of this Gospel is Jesus, risen from the 
dead. 


St. John knew the historical Christ with a 
love that won him the courage to stand by 
him at the humiliation of the cross and the 
privilege to care for Christ’s mother until the 
end of her earthly life. John’s love did not 
abate after the resurrection, but soared with 
years of meditative communion with his 
Easter Lord. 


THE CELESTIAL light of Easter pervades 
his whole Gospel. He still tells the earthly 
narratives of the historical ministry of Jesus, 
but he puts a candle inside each event so 
that the reader is provoked to leap 
immediately from the terrestrial story to a 


vision of the risen Lord present now and 


ready to relate with caring concern to each 
person opening his heart to this presence. 


This is why John keeps calling the events 
of Christ’s ministry ‘‘signs.’’ In his first 12 
chapters, John sings the ‘‘Exultet’’ (the 
Easter Vigil song to the Paschal candle) 
seven times. John’s seven signs are seven 
Paschal candles, a sevenfold illumination of 
the presence of the Christ of Easter. They 
are as follows: 


[1] TURN WATER INTO WINE 2:1-13 


Important as water is for refreshing the 
body, how much greater when it becomes 
wine to gladden the heart. This miracle of 
the wine looks forward to the Eucharist 
where the Risen Lord comes to us to create 
within us the absolute sense of acceptance 
and mellowness that characterizes a love 
that never betrays. 


[2] PURIFY THE TEMPLE 2313-25 


Jesus cleanses the Temple of commerce 
and all efforts at self serving. Institutional 
religion is meant to serve people, not itself. 
When the Temple is cleansed, God may be 
seen. When the institutional Church serves 
people, the Risen Lord is seen and known. 


- [3] HEAL THE LAME 5:1-15 


_ Jesus cures the lame man who had tired 
for 38 years to seek freedom for his limbs at 
the pool of Bethesda. Today Jesus lives to 


‘He was the new 
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inner limbs that are twisted with tension, 
despair and confusion. No matter that you 
have waited 38 years. He will come to bring 
you this inner freedom. 


[4] FEED THE MULTITUDES 6:1-15 


In the loaves miracles Jesus shows that He 
wishes to be bread for the world in two 
senses. First, as Eucharist where in His 


Easter power, His one Bread makes one. 


Body and one Church. Secondly, as Concern 
for the world’s hungry and deprived. From 
Him breathes the call and the enthusiasm to 
bring justice and love to the deprived and 
disadvantaged of the world. The Table of the 


Lord should lead to a Table of abundance for’ 
' the world’s hungry.’ 


[5] WALK ON THE WATER 6:16-21 
Water symbolizes many things. Here it 
speaks of the possibility of being immersed 
in the cares and trials of life, of thinking that 
all life is reduced to the flatness of earthly 
perception. Jesus walks on water to help us 
see the need to transcend immediate 
perceptions, to look beyond the appearances 
of things to the divine realities, to turn the 
walls of facts into the windows revealing 


values, hopes and the luminous presence of 
the Lord. 


[6] CURE THE MAN BORN BLIND 9:1-34 


Early Christians loved to read this healing 
at baptismal ceremonies. For them, Baptism 
was an illumination, a removal of blindness. 
In Baptism a paschal candle is lit within the 
soul. Its sharp flame helps us to see with the 
keenness of a believer. It shed such new 
light upon life that we seem as though we 
have overcome a blindness. : 


[7] RAISE LAZARUS FROM THE DEAD 
11:1-44 . 

This narrative has always cheered the 
mourners at Christian funerals. We shall not 
remain in the bondage of death. The Lord of 
Easter has promised that if we have lived 
and died in Him, we shall rise with Him, 
both to new life here and eternal life 
hereafter. Jesus weeps with the mourners, 
groans at the burden of death and exults in a 


Eucharistic thanksgiving as He calls Lazarus 


forth from the tomb. 


These seven pillars of fire in St. John 
shine brightly today in the person of the 
Living Christ. They are striking points of 
meditation as well as guides to understand- 
ing our own eagle-like flight toward our final 
destiny. :

than meets the eye

If you had seen Him in those days walking 
along a dusty road, you would have judged 
Him an ordinary man. You might have 
watched as He stopped by a well to rest and 
have a drink of cool water. Perhaps in the 
heat of noonday you might have seen Him sit 
under a tree and doze for a while. 


He was a carpenter, and His hands were 
calloused, for He knew what it was like to 
work hard. He knew also the pleasures to be 
found in a good meal, the company of 
friends, a quiet sunset. Although He went to 
parties and had good times. He was also 
acquainted with sadness and wept when one 
of His friends died. He lived in our world and 
was one of us and experienced the joys and 
troubles of life. Jesus was like us in every 
way—except sin. 

WHAT HIS friends did not realize for a 
long time was that Jesus was not only fully a 
man, but also God. This carpenter was Lord 
of the universe, Creator of the stars, the 
Giver of life. He was, however, a hidden 
God; during His time on earth He set aside 


~ almost completely the appearance, privi- 


lege, and wonder of being divine. 


The Gospel accounts tell of two unusual 
occasions that show Jesus to be God as well 
as man. The first was at His Baptism. 
Although he was sinless, Jesus chose to be 
baptized by John in the Jordan River as a 
sign that He had entered as far as possible 


‘into the world of sinful mankind. 


Immediately after His Baptism, Jesus 
“saw the sky rent in two and the Spirit 
descending on him like a dove. Then a-voice 
came from the heavens: ‘You are my beloved 
Son. On you my favor rests’ ’’ (Mark 
1:10-11). 

JESUS, THE SON, is shown to be 
God—just as His Father is. But He is a most 
unexpected God, for He is the Suffering 
Servant who dies on a cross to save His 
people. ; : 

About half way through His public life, a ~ 


second episode occurred that tells of the 
God-ness of Jesus. We now call this incident 
the transfiguration. It took place on a high 
mountain where Jesus had gone with Peter, 
James, and John. As he prayed ‘‘Jesus was 
transfigured .before their eyes. His face 
became as dazzling as the sun, his clothes as 
radiant as light’’ (Matthew 17:2).. 


Moses and Elijah appeared and talked 
with Jesus of his approaching death. 
Suddenly a bright cloud overshadowed the 
group. ‘‘Out of the cloud came a Voice that 
said,, ‘This is my beloved Son on whom my 
favor rests. Listen to him’ ’’ (Matthew 17:5). 

MOSES-AND ELIJAH represented the 
Old Testament, but at the end of the incident 
they were gone. Only Jesus remained, for 
He was to be the new Moses who would lead 
his people to the promised land of. heaven. 


Impetuous Peter wanted to set up a 


' memorial of the event; he said, ‘‘Lord, how 


good that we are here! With your permission: 
I will erect three booths, one for you, one for 
Moses, and one for Elijah’’ (Matthew 17:4), 
The ‘‘booths’’ are a reference to Israel’s 
joyful Feast of Tents, which is used 
elsewhere in the New Testament to depict 
the joys of heaven. 


These two events show. that God is not 
some foreign spirit living beyond the 
boundaries of the universe. In Jesus, God 
entered our world and lived as one of us. He 
has personally experienced what growing up 
is like, what it means to learn, to struggle; to 
suffer, and to die. 


HE CAN UNDERSTAND anything we 
wish to pray to Him about. And if we “‘listen 
to Him,’’ Jesus will transform us. Little by 
little he will help us discover that service to 
others is the key to a happy life now and 
forever. 


The transfiguration tells us also that 
suffering can have a meaning; the cross is 
the path to that promised Jand where ‘‘God’s 
people will shine like the sun in their 
Father’s kingdom?’ (Matthew 14:43). Be- 
yond death is the eternal wonder of heaven.

Our Christian duty to be inv 


Do Americans have the Christian duty to vote and 
to make public statements from a Christian context 
in this election year of 1976? Stressing moral and 
human values, the nation’s bishops’ urged 
Americans to use their votes and become actively 
involved in the political process. They also 
reaffirmed their intention to speak out strongly on 
political issues. 


With nearly unanimous approval, the ‘U.S. 
bishops at their spring meeting in Chicago last week 
passed a resolution urging Americans to ‘‘partici- 
pate in the political kfe of our country.” 


The resolution stresses human and moral values, 
and the bishops reminded Americans that these 
values should be of importance as they determine 


how to vote when considering issues such as” 


abortion, the economy, education, food policy, 
housing, human rights, foreign policy, the mass 
media and military expenditures. 


The ‘’Resolution on Political Responsibility’’ was 
introduced by the U.S. Catholic Conference (USCC) 
Social Development and World Peace Committee, 
chaired by Bishop Joseph McNicholas of Spring- 
field, Ill. The full text follows: 


“THE UNITED SFATES stands in the midst of an 
important national election year, a time for debate 
on national issues and decisions about our political 
leadership. We are deeply concerned that increasing 
numbers of voters seem to be choosing not to 
participate in this process out of distrust, apathy or 
indifference. 


“Two years ago only 36 per cent of those eligible 
voted in the national congressional elections, in 
contrast, 46 per cent voted in 1962. In 1972 only half 
of the eligible citizens exercised their right to vote, 
down from a peak of 63 per cent in 1960. This 
trend—and the alienation, disenchantment and 
indifference it represents—must be reversed if our 
government is to reflect truly ‘consent of the 
governed.’ 


“We therefore wish on this occasion to urge all 
citizens to participate fully in the political life of our 
country. We encourage them to register to. vote, to 
become informed on the‘relevant issues, to become 


involved in the party. or campaign of their choice and °

More than 100 people live at 6333 Rancho Mission . 
Road. And they are happy, surrounded by love, in 
their home overlooking San Diego’s Mission Valley. 

' Their residence is Nazareth Retirement House, 
opened last year by the Poor Sisters of Nazareth on 
the hill above the Basilica of Mission San Diego de 
Alcala. 


THE HOME IS a dream come true for the Sisters, 
who first came here from London in 1924 to open 
Nazareth House, a boarding grade school, according 
to Mother Mary Malachy, superior. 

'And for the senior citizens who live there, the 
home is indeed-a pleasant place with brightly 
colored, carpeted hallways with recreational rooms 
at each end, decorated variously with plants, 
aquariums and parakeet cages. 

The retirement home has space for 111 residents 
with rooms for single people and married couples, 
and ‘‘there is a long waiting list,’’ said) Mother 
Malachy.:Also included is a wing for eight retired 
priests and an infirmary wing for residents who get 
sick. 

And for Mr. and Mrs. Francis’ McCabe, the 
friendliness of the home is the key to their 
happiness. ‘‘We like it very, very much,’’ said Mrs. 
McCabe. ‘The Sisters are extremely dedicated and 
can’t do enough for us. And we have made so many ° f 
friends since we came here last September.’’ 

And a-friendly atmosphere is important, 
especially at Nazareth Retirement House where the 
bustle of activity belies the age of the residents 
which ranges from 60 upwards. 


DAILY ACTIVITIES range from Mass offered by 
Father Otto Kaiserauer, chaplain, to craft sessions, 
sing alongs, bingo and cards. Each week students 
from USD present a play at the home, and monthly 
birthday parties are a big attraction. 

Living quarters decorated to the resident’s tastes, 
provide the atmosphere of a resort hotel, and each 
room has a private bath and entrance to beautifully 
landscaped court yards, ‘‘with plenty of room for 
strolling,’ explains Mother Malachy. 

May 12 was a special day at the home. The oldest 
resident, Mrs. Agnes B. Scharle, celebrated her 
100th birthday at a gala party and found it strange 
‘‘to be the object of so much attention at this age.’’ 


MRS. SCHARLE goes to daily Mass and cares for 
her own room. Though she uses a cane, it is difficult 
for those even a quarter of her age to keep up 
with her as she scoots down the halls. 

Asked if she enjoys the activities such as the sing 
alongs, she said she doesn’t participate too much. ‘‘1 
am a little. bit antique for that crowd, and | don’t 
think the kids—in their 70s and 80s—need me 
hanging around.”’

NEW YORK (NC)—The 
National Foundation—March 
of Dimes has announced 
funding of a project to 
discover whether abortion 
affects a woman’s childbear- 
ing capacity. 

‘The five-year study will 
also: attempt to establish 
whether subsequent children 
of women who have under- 
gone abortions are more 
likely to be born deformed or 
suffer other birth defects. 


Dr. Kenneth J. Ryan, 
chairman of the department 
of obstetrics and gynecology, 
Harvard Medical School, and 
chief of staff of the Boston 
Hospital for Women, will 
direct the study, which will 
involve about 25,000 preg- 
nancies. 


Msgr. James T. McHugh, 
director of the U.S. bishops’ 
Secretariat for Pro-Life Act- 
ivities, hailed the project as 
“‘a significant study.”’ 

ACCORDING to Msgr. 
McHugh, ‘‘A number of 
studies have appeared creat- 
ing the assumption that 
there’s a disproportion of 
complications of pregnancy 
in women who’ve had abor- 
tions.

OTHER EVENTS occurring during the 
period had a profound impact on American 
Catholic life. The first was the rise of the 
most formidable anti-Catholic organization 
since colonial days, the Ku Klux Klan, which 
threatened the peace not only of Catholics, 
but of Jews and blacks as well. 


On Thanksgiving Day, 1915, on Stone 
Mountain near Atlanta, Ga., the Invisible

Empire of the Knights of the Ku Klux Klan 
came into being, a revival of the 
Reconstruction KKK. The Klan has consis- 
tently interpreted the Church’s‘authority as 
a ‘‘menace to the spiritual and moral 
integrity of America.”’ 


If the Klan did not force all American 
Catholics together under a single banner, 
the entry of the United States into World 
War I did. : : 


’ THE NATIONAL Catholic War Council was 
set up by the American hierarchy to: 
coordinate Catholic activities during those 
crucial months. When the conflict was over, 
under the leadership of such men as 
Archbishop Patrick W. Riordan of San 
Francisco, the organization was retained 
under the title of the National -Catholic 
Welfare Conference. 


When Cardinal James Gibbons died in 
1921, a great era in American Catholic 
history came to a close and, during the 15 
years that followed, all of the prominent 
figures in lay and ecclesiastical circles 
passed from the scene. : 


Certain conclusions are in order for those 
years between 1866 and the end of World 
War I. First, the conviction that ours is a 


Protestant country, founded by Protestants 
for Protestants, was somewhat shaken by 
the static condition of American Protestant- 
ism in the 1920s. 


SECOND WAS the realization that the 
methods employed by the Native Americans 
in the 1830s and 1840s, by the Know-Noth- 
ings in the 1850s, by the American 
Protective Association in the 1890s and by 
the Ku Klux Klan in the 1920s served only to 
nullify their avowed purpose of hindering 
the growth and expansion of Catholicism. 


Finally, there was the nominal acceptance 
by various interdenominational agencies 
that all believers in God had to unite to 
preserve the fundamental liberties of the 
American : Constitution before feligious 
prejudice could be entirely swept away.

GOD IS EVERYWHERE, selected by Harold 
Whaley, Hallmark Crown Editions, Kansas 
City, Mo. 60 pages, $5. 

This is a Hallmark Gift Book of selected 
poems and writings, beautifully designed by 
William Hunt and illustrated with full-page 
color photographs of excellent reproduction.

Like most trips, this particular intellectual 
journey has its moments of high adventure 
and periods of boredom. The theory behind 
the book—and it’s a brilliant concept—is 
that a Catholic audience might well be 
interested in the intellectual development of 
some of our most provocative thinkers. 
Where are they intellectually, so to speak, 
and how did they get there? 


The book consists of the autobiographical 
accounts provided by the nine contributors.
